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(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain the titled medical tape such as aseptic surgical cloth, etc., easily 
and surely applicable to skin and having unnoticeable appearance, by laminating a 
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pliable plastic film layer and a pressure-sensitive adhesive layer in the order to an 
almost transparent plastic base having a specific shape. 

CONSTITUTION: The objective tape can be produced by laminating an almost 
transparent plastic base having minute irregularities on the surface with a plastic film 
5 layer pliable to the uneven surface e.g. by casting and laminating a pressure-sensitive 
adhesive layer to the above plastic film layer. For example, the plastic base is e.g. 
polyethylene terephthalate, etc., and is applied with irregular pattern e.g. by matte 
finishing process, etc.

on the surface of the layer, uneven pattern of the plastic backing paper is 
transcribed and finely uneven pattern is formed. Therefore, there is no sheen and light 
is not reflected, whereby it is hardly conspicuous and has a high-class feeling, and that 
can be advantageously used for the medical use such as sterile cloth for operations.
